Baked Ham For Eye

F™. main dishes can equal 
n baked ham for eye and 
taste appeal. While it’s a fair- 
ly expensive meat, ham has an 
advantage in that all of it can be 
used, even down ‘to the bone. 
And {t-can be served in so many 
wayn that the family never 
tires of it, 


H's best to et a fairly garge ham” 


for baking—not less than cight 
pounds, Select ons ‘that is firm, 
evenly cured, and fragrant of wood 
smoke. Have the butcher cut off 
the knuckle bone, 

Ham must be boiled before it can 
be baked. Wash it thoroughly in 
cold water, scraping the ~underpart 
with a knife or scrubbing it with a 
otf brush, Place the ham — and 
knuckle bone {in a large pot, bring 
to o boll, and simmer until the meat 
ia becummy tender but Js not dons. 
The tlme depends on the ham, but 
usually 20 40 25 minutes to a pound 
is enough. Be suns that the meat 
is completely covered with water 
throughout =the cooking. The 
knuckle bone, of course, |s done long 
before the ham itself, 

When ¢he ham ts at the néarly- 
done silage, remove it from_ the

Champagne Taste 


HEN there Is “mock champagne” 
‘hom, Fix the usual crust and 

pour u bottle of dry ringer‘ale over 
the ham before putting It in the 
oven, Baste often during the bak-

Cider ham, made by substitutiny 
tider for the ginger ale, has a still 
different taste.

FAIKED ham fs delicious hot or 
cold, but ft goes farther if It is 
cold. Serve It with candied 
sweet potatoes or boiled new 
potatoes. 

When the ham gts to us ootage 
where no slices can be cut, the 
oiever cook has a higday with left- 
overs. Chopped ham can be used 
in scalloped potatoes and ham, mix- 
ed with white sauce and boiled 
noodles for a delicious casserole, 
creamed with mushrooms and served 
on toast, combin:d with — scrambled 
opps. Mince the ‘tast pleees and 
make croquettes or ham-and-pickle 
sandwich:s. The bone can be used 
in split pea soup. 

These are just a few.of the ways 
of using leftovers. And since ham 
foeps so well in the refrigerator, you
